The public face of the Wisconsin Ethics 
Commission, Ethics.wi.gov is being launched 
with a new visual design and architecture to 
better serve citizens of the state.  The new site 
pays homage to the state’s history with Frank 
Lloyd Wright-inspired typography and motifs. 
 
Navigation has been reorganized based on site 
analytics, user analysis and best practices from 
multiple other state websites. The content has 
been streamlined to make site visits pleasant 
and more importantly, productive. 
 
The site leverages the security and stability of 
Microsoft’s SharePoint 2013 content 
management platform to store and deliver 
content. Also, commission staff can manage 
and update content without requiring technical 
web developer resources. 
 
The new site was built at no cost to citizens, 
leveraging a design template cohesive with the 
state portal, Wisconsin.Gov.
